Berlin, Aug. 21.—Via Amster- 


dam and London)—Dr. Karl Hel- 
ferieh, secretary of the German 
Imperial Treasury, speaking

the Reichstag on the seeond read- 
ing of the war loan of $2,500,000,- 
000 said:

20,000,000,000 


marks ($5,000,000,000) have been 
voted and our estimates of war 
needs are still exceeded by real 
war'expenses. 
The expenses in 


one month are more by one-third 
than the total expenses for the 
war of 1870, but every German 
knows that the sacrifice will not 
be in vain. The grant of new mil- 
lions means a guarantee of im- 
movable determination 
on 
the 


part of the German people. 


"During the war ive will not in- 


crease the gigantic burden of the 
people by new taxation. A tax 
on war profits can only be raised 
at the conclusion of the war. It 
will be possible both in cash and 
in war loan. Our economic future 
must be freed from the gigantic 
burden of war. The heavy bur- 
den of thousands of millions will 
be borne through decades by the 
instigators of the war and not by 
by us. 


'Roth the first war loans were 


covered partly by tho war chest 


and;partly, by cash in hand at 
the lieichskauptkasse, (Imperial 
Treasury) at the outbreak of the 
war. 
To this must be added the 


surplus of the great budget of 
1914-1015 which instead of 
the

58,000,000 marks 


($14,500,000) amounted to 219,- 
000,000 marks ($54,750,000). 


"Beyond this, greater amounts 


must be raised provisionally ty 
discounting imperial 
exchequer 


bonds at the Reichsbank and pri- 
vate banks arid the sums expend- 
ed remain within the country, with 
the exception 
of unimportant 


amounts." 


Continuing, Dr. Helfcrich de-

„„ one of them (Terees 1. 2). His fa- 
ther, Abljsh, eon of Behoboam, reigned 
only three yeare (xiii, 1. 2)- The Lord 
gave'hlm and his army a victory over 
iie army of Jeroboam because they 
relied upon the Lord God of their fa- 
thers (xiii. 12, 18). His words in liil, 
32, are always helpful—"Behold, God 
aimself is with UB for our captain." 
While the story o£ Aan is told in part 
of a chapter in the book of Kings 
,_ -Kings iv, 8-24). It occupies three 
chapters in Chronicles (ilv, iv, svii. 
:he first two telling of his thirty-five 
years of faithfulness and blessing and 
.he last telling of flye'years of disobe- 
dience. What a pity that such a good 
king with such a long reign should 
waste his later yenr* in wandering 
from God!

It was a bad system, a radically unjust one, because 
those 


Vho had the money were not compelled to take up arms, while 
those upon whom lot fell, and yet were not able to employ a sub- 
stitute, or pay the bounty, had to march and fight.

.there ever was and no less of the non-fight kind. Laud and home 
would not lack for number of defenders iu case of peril. 


The immediate experience with war abroad shows armies do 


not need numbers so much as they do vast stores of ammunition 
and powerful guns, and improved means of destruction. Eng- 
land's superior labors have accomplished little, indeed, beside bot- 
tling up German ships of all kinds, but German cannon and Ger- 
man submarines are working tremendous havoc with her enemies.

COMPULSION AND VOLUNTEERING. 


From some-source is coining generous sums of money to fo- 


ment agitation for, putting these United States on a war -basis. 


It may be an opportune time for those who favor such a pur- 


pose to. crystalize agitation, into action, but it does not seem that 
conditions present justify this-nation in passing from, its tradi- 
tional policy of 'going unarmed'in the sense that it has never,; ill 
time of peace" maintained a'Vast army. 
No •government wishes 


to provoke hostilities with us, under 
existing 
European 
condi- 


tions, and when the contending nations compose their differences, 
it will be many a long year before any one of them .will want an- 
other war or he able to carry on one. 


In the civil war the.North had over a million men in 
the 


field. It was not until 1863 that conscription, or compulsory ser- 
vice was adopted.'. The result could scarcely, be called;suecessful, 
though conditions attached thereto, most probably, had much to 
do in militating against it. 
Of the 206,679 men drafted for ser- 


vice, less than:fifty thousand were actually brought into the army, 
76,607 hired an equal number to do their lighting, 
and 
86,72-1 


paid the cash (consideration exacted is lieu of service. 


It was .-a-bad .system, a radically unjust 
one, because, those 


who had tlie money were not compelled' to take up arms, while 
those upon; whom lot.fell, and yetrwere not able to employ a sub- 
stitute, or pay the bounty, had to inarch and fight. 


There is-just as much patriotism in the country today as 


there ever was and.no less of the non-fight kind. Land and home 
»-ould not lack for. number of defenders in case of peril. 


The immediate experience wi th war abroad shows armies do 


not need numbers so much as they do vast stores of. ammunition 
and powerful guns, and improved means of 
destruction. 
Eng- 


land's superior-labors have accomplished little, indeed, beside bot- 
lling up German ships of all kind s, hut German cannon and Ger- 
man submarines are working tremendous havoc with her enemies. 
Which enforces. the conviction, that to guard herself: from attack 
the nation needs not to rnako.herself an armed camp, but to equip 
her coasts with the heaviest ordiancc and spend more money on 
submarines and less'on huge battleships that so soon pass out of 
date. 
'
